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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Color photographs and color drawings are acceptable only for examination purposes unless a 
petition filed under 37 CFR 1 .84(a)(2) is granted permitting their use as acceptable drawings. In the 
event that applicant wishes to use the drawings currently on file as acceptable drawings, a petition must 
be filed for acceptance of the color photographs or color drawings as acceptable drawings. Any such 
petition must be accompanied by the appropriate fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(h), three sets of color 
drawings or color photographs, as appropriate, and, unless already present, an amendment to include the 
following language as the first paragraph of the brief description of the drawings section of the 
specification: 

The patent or application file contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of this patent or 
patent application publication with color drawing(s) will be provided by the Office upon request and 
payment of the necessary fee.

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following on page 5 of the specification in par.16, 
lines 6&7, the third member is identified with two different numbers 150 and 158. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for 
the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1,4-5, 10, 13, 15, and 23-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Creel et al (6464207). 

Creel et al disclose a lift having a lifting mechanism (27), a first member (21), a second member 
(12,1 1 with cross beams 13), a third member (34), and a base (37, 38, 39, 40 which have channel 
connecting the first member (21)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 2, 6-9, 1 1-12, 14, 16-22, and 25-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Anderson, White, Lance, and Elser disclose a device.
